Further, 
President Dias sets great store upon 
Gen. Reyes being appointed Minis- 
ter of War immediately upon his ar- 
rival in this country, possibly May 12.

However, 
Pryce fears the shelis from the Mexi- 
can gunboat, Gen. Guerrera, now at 
Ensenada. For the purpose of com- 
bating this means of defense, Pryce 
will soon own a five-inch gun. 

It was stated here tonight that he 
has sent an agent to Los Angeles to 
secure an instrument of destruction. 
According to Pryce's men the rebels 
now have two machine guns and a 
three-inch field piece. With these and 
a five-inch gun they expect to secure 
at Los Angeles, Pryce will move on 
Ensenada. 

According to reports the five-inch 
gun is being made in Los Angeles. 
Capt. Curtis has been detailed to go 
there and superintend its completion. 
Pryce is adding recruits to his army. 
He anticipates that within two 
months he will be master of the en- 
tire Baja California Peninsula.

Certain circumstances of the kill- 
ing, linked with the inability of the 
authorities to detect the murderers, 
resulted in the charge by their 
enemies that Jews had made the 
youth a victim of a ritualistic mur- 
der, an alleged religious ceremony 
which has been the subject of contro- 
versy for centuries. 

An examination of the body showed 
that it had been cut in forty-five 
places with a knife and an awl. A 
post mortem determined that the vic- 
tim had been tortured and all the 
wounds inflicted before life was ex- 
tinct. His hands tied and a gag in 
his mouth, the boy had been held 
upright as the blood flowed down- 
ward. Seven deep stabs in the region 
of the heart finally put an end to his 
agony. When death ensued the 
stripped body was reclothed. 

The fact that no blood spots were 
found on the clothing led to the claim 
that all the blood had left the body 
before the cutting was ended. 

Prof. Obolinsky and Dr. Tufanoff 
ascertained that the body had been 
removed to the cave five or six hours 
after death, but before muscular 
rigidity set in. The supposition based 
thereon was that Yuschinski had been 
tortured and murdered somewhere in 
the neighborhood of the Jewish 
quarter and the body hidden at day 
break in the cave. 3 
The coincidence of the Passover 
with the discovery of the crime 
aroused the accusations of those who 
despise the Jews and the failure of 
the authorities to trace the criminals 
‘further inflamed the agitation. The 
boy’s mother was arrested on sus- 
picion, but later released. His step- 
father then was accused. 
The Jewish newspaper Hazman 
printed an account of the murder, 
crediting it to the stepfather. 

The authorities have adopt 
stringent measures to prevent the lo- 
cal newspapers from publishing anti- 
Semitic versions of the crime and also 
to stop, so far, as possible, the circula~ 
tion of Black Hundred sheets, the 
contents of which excite the passions 
of the people.

ATE COMPLAINT 
IS DISMISSED. 


COMMERCE COMMISSION FINDS 
QUESTION OF REPARATION. 


* EKighty-five Cent Tariff on Lima 
Beans From California to Colorado, 
Texas, New Mexico and New Or- 
leans Is Permitted to Stand—Cu- 
rious Situation Is Revealed. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has handed down 
an opinion dismissing complaints 
against the 85-cent rate on lima 
beans from California to Colorado, 
Texas, New Mexico, New Orleans and 
other points. The complaints were 
brought against the Southern Pacific 
by the Lawrence Wardenburg Com- 
pany, F. S. Ogden and the New Or- 
leans Board of Trade. The array of 
legal talent was quite imposing. 

In rendering its decision the com- 
mission quotes the conclusions it 
reached in the case of the Commer- 
cial Club of Omaha against the 
Southern Paci:ic Company on ship- 
ments to New Orleans, Texas and 
Oklahoma as a reason for dismissing 
the complaints, but it adds: 80 far 
as the shipments to Colorado and 
New Mexico are concerned we do not 
understand that the complainants in 
these cases question the propriety of 
including that territory in the 
blanket rates applicable on this and 
other traffic from California, and we 
are not inclined at this time to raise 
that question in our own meeting and 
on this record. These complaints 
were filed after the 75-cent rate had 
been restored, and apparently only 
‘for the purpose of seeking repara- 
tion on shipments made while the 85- 
cent rate was temporarily in effect. 
They are really reparation cases and 
cannot fairly be said either on the 
pleadings or on the record to ques- 
tion the reasonableness of the 86- 
cent rate that was again made ef- 
fective and is now in force. So con- 
sidered the complaints with respect 
to those shipments must also be dis- 
missed. Should the appeal by these 
defendants from our order in Arling- 
ton Heights Fruit. Exchange versus 
Southern Pacific Company, 19 I. C. C. 
Rep. 148, result in a ruling by the 
courts that we have no authority to 


tory so broad as this, it would seem 
to follow that the carriers themselves 
are without such authority and that 
we must so hold when complaint is 
made of rates of ‘such extensive ap- 
plication. In that event we should 
be forced to a different conclusion 
with respect to the reasonableness of 
the 85-cent rate on beans to points 
in Colorado and New.

Iron Works, who refused to join the 
union. All three men were convicted, 
Stevens getting off on simple assault. 
An appeal was taken, and the case 
against Mars was dismissed by the 
Appellate, Court, the appeal not be- 
ing perfected. A fight was made for 
both Stevens and Grow, with the re- 
sult that in both cases the judgment 
of the lower court was affirmed. 

As a final stand to clog the wheels 
of justice a writ has been sWorn out 
in behalf of Stevens, setting out the 
lack of jurisdiction on the part of the 
magistrate who committed Stevens 
for trial to the Superior Court.

UT FOR THE STUFF. | 

An anarchist paper is “out for the. 
stuff.” It is called the “Appeal to Reason.” 
It is an appeal for half-dollars, to be ob- 
tained by appealing to the prejudices and 
the lurking criminality and the ignorance of 
its readers. It characterises the lawful ar- 
rest of men accused of crime as “kidnap- 
ing.” It proposes to prevent the punish- 
ment that it predicts will be meted out to 
them by “a mass of trumped-up evidence 
manufactured by the Burns detective agen- 
ey.” It calls upon the “aroused working 
class on the Pacific Coast to sweep the last 


vestige of capitalistic misrule into the Pa- 


cific.” 

This time dynamiting and assassination 
are not ppenly recommended. Its plan is to 
elect in November, 1912, socialistic judges 
of the Supreme Court who will set aside 
any convictions of dynamiters and murder- 
ers that may be obtained and, in order to 
achieve this beneficent result, it calls upon 
workingmen to send and to keep sending

Gaedke’s sword is dripping with the gore 
of an enemy, and it is not clear where he 
acquired the experience which entitles him 
to pose as Germany's most famous author- 
ity on military affairs,” which is the title 
accorded him by the German magazine 
which publishes an article written by him 
on the mobilization of United States troops 
along the Mexican border. 

The doughy—not dought¥+colonel curls 
his mustaches ig a sneer that sneers at us 
across the ocean. Me says that the placing 
of our troops along our southern boundary 
was due “pNncipally to the ardent desire of 
the American general officers to assemble 
once for all an important body of troops to 
show how far the United States is from 
really knowing what a preparation for war 
means.” He says that our generals “made 
a somewhat naive expose of their incompe- 
tence” (while he makes a*knave expose of his 
impudence.) He concludes by saying: 

“Compared with the armed forces of Ru- 
rope, or even of Japan, the United States 
does not possess any army in the full sense 
of the term. All that the government at 
Washington can put in the field is a collec- 
tion of disjointed fragments of troops of the 
various arms, without unity or cohesion. 
The feeble troops of the United States would 
be absolutely incapable of protecting the 
shores of the Pacific in the event of a war 
Wwitn Jaan. Six months would probably 
élapse before the United States could col- 
lect in California anything with the sem- 
blance of ah army in number, organization 
or training.” 

We can see this famous warrior, after 
fulminating this diatribe,, arise from the 
editorial chair and, with sabre clinkety- 


clanking against his august legs, proceed to 


the nearest saloon and assimilate a dozen 
glasses of Weiss beer, the while he tells the 
awestricken Ganymede at the bar how he, 
Col.—and soon to be Gen.—Gaedke has, with 
his pen, which is even mightier than his 
sword, annihilated the entire Ameérican 
army.

Gen. Washington his royal miniature set 
with diamonds with the inscription “From 
the oldest general in Europe to the greatest 
general in the world.“ 

Gaedke might have read how the seasoned 
ers of England, fresh from their vie- 
over Napoleon at Waterloo and led by 

Gen. Packenham, were routed by Jackson's 
Kentucky and Tennessee riflemen at New 


| Orleans. 


A history of the great battles of the Civil 
War might have served to persuade this in- 
solent critic that some little generaiship and 
some little ability to fight was exhibited by 
both the Union and Confederate forces. 

The thrashing which we gave Spain was 
not much to boast of, except on the ground 
that it was so efficiently and expeditiously 
accomplished. 

Col. Gaedke does not comprehend the es- 
sential difference between the American and 


the German soldier. The former has educa- 


tion, intelligence, ambition and the capacity 
to rise equal to the emergency. It will be 
remembered that at Gravelotte a regiment 
of German troops was annihilated because 
the officers were killed and “the men didn’t 
know enough to maneuver without orders.” 

There was never, before our Civil War, an 
instance in all history of great armies being 
recruited, drilled and made effective in a 
few months, and, after four years of war, 
returning to the vocations of peace without 
disturbance or delay.

NGLAND’S SOCIAL REVOLUTION. 
England is evidently in the throes of 
a social reform, the outcome of which no 
man is wise enough to predict with any de- 
gree of certainty. The bestowal by an over- 
whelming majority of Parliament of the suf- 
frage upon more than 1,000,000 women is the 
least of the many changes that are going 
on in Great Britain, for a similar extension 
of the suffrage in the Antipodean colonies 
and in five American States has added to 
the electofate, without working any mate- 
rial changes either in the laws or the ad- 
ministration of the laws. 
One of the most importadt, if not the 


most revolutionary of the measures now 


pending in the House of Commons is the bill 
introduced by Lloyd George to insure the 
working classes against sickness and ina- 
bility to obiain employment. This measure 
is a daring socialistic experiment which 
will cost the British treasury about $50,000,- 
000 per annum. 

It is modeled upon the workingmen's in- 
surance system, of which Bismarck was the 
author and with which he hoped to check 
the growth of socialism in Germany. But 
the scheme of Lloyd George far exceeds 
that of Bismarck, both in comprehensiveness 
of scope and in elaboration of detail. 

The operation of the Lloyd George meas- 
ure will affect nearly 15,000,000 workers. 
The fund to sustain it will be derived in 
part from the government, in part from the 
employer and in part from the workmen. 

The workman will pay 6 cents a week, the 
employer 6 cents and the state 4 cents. For 


this contribution, which amounts to $3.12 


per anuum to the workman, he will receive, 
in case of sickness, free medical attendance, 
free medicine, $2.50 per week for three 
months, $1.25 a week for the next three 
months and $1.25 a week for life if perma- 
nently disabled. 

If a working woman marries she ceases 
her contributions and is no longer entitled 
to receive sick benefits unless her husband 
is state insured, in which event she would 
be entitled to receive a maternity allow- 
ance, should occasion arise. Should she be- 
come a widow she can resume her contribu- 
tions. Age is no bar to membership, and 
no difference is made between the sum paid 
by a lad of 16 and the sum paid by a man 
of 64. 

Combined with this system of health in- 
surance is a scheme of compulsory unem- 
ployment insurance, which was not copied 
from Germany, but is entirely original with 
Lloyd George. Labor exchanges in every 
city containing a certain number of inhab- 


itants will de conducted by the state. The 


Exchange will make every effort to obtain 
employment for an idle workingman, and 
until a job is found for him he will receive 
an allowance of $1.75 per week, provided 
his disemployment or non-employment arises 
from no fault of his own. No allowance 
will be paid to a striking workman. The un- 
employed insurance fund will be created by 
the employers contributing each a certain 
amount weekly, the workman a similar 
amount and the state one-fourth of the total 


fund. 

Until 1870 the government of Great Britain 
did not include in its endeavors any at- 
tempt to benefit or, indeed, to interfere in 
any way with the manner of life of its sub- 
jects. ‘Public schools were not established 
there until forty years ago. It is only with- 
in the last half century that the workers of 


England have made any effort to enlist the 


government in providing them with protec- 
tion and help in periods of distress. The 
present social revolution in England is the 


outgrowth of a belief that it is the duty of 


the government to use its taxing power so 
as to discharge its moral obligation to suc- 
and benefit those of its people who need

BOSTON, May 10.—This morning there 
passed on into the higher life to join the 
great comrades of his youth, Thomas Went- 
worth Higginson—minister, soldier, histo, 
rian, poet, author and one of the old aboli- 
tionists, that great party that won immor- 
tality in a single generation, the party of the 
eternal principle of human freedom; the 
party that, in its Mfetime, so brief in num- 
bered years, sowed the seed of its teaching 
and reaped to the full of the gieaning, the 
harvest of its desire. And I suppose the 
Rev.-Col. Higginson considered that phase 
of his life its greatest. Providence selected 
4 the day of his death the 1lith anniver- 

ry of the birthday of his old friend, John 
Brown—"“Ossawattomie Brown.” His clean, 
pure, well-ordered lite succumbed to no dis- 
ease. Being full of years and honors, at 
peace with God and men, his earthly task 
wrought out to honest completeness, the 
strong old frame wearied with the burden of 
the years, he fell asleep. 

T. W. Higginson’s life was great with the 
simplicity of quiet accomplishment. His 
achievements in the history of his time were 
never “exploits.” He was never noisy, but 
he was always doing. His lineage was lit-

erary, his life was a translation of noble 


thoughts into splendid action. One of his 
ancestors, Rev. Francis Higginson, was pas- 
tor of a congregation in Salem, Mass, in 
1629. One of his sayings is still quoted— 
“A sup of New England's air is better than 
a whole draft of Old England's ale.” The 
son of this preacher was also a preacher, 
succeeding to his father’s pulpit, a literary 
man, also, and author of a booklet, “The 
Caude of God and His People in New Eng- 
land.” Col. Higginson’s grandfather, Steph- 
en, Was a member of the Continental Con- 
gress and a vigorous writer. His father was 
a merchant of Boston, afterward qpursar of 
Harvard College. A right good lineage, 
leading on to the greatest and strongest of 
his house. Among the guests that frequent- 
ed his father’s home were such men as 
Jared Sparks, George Ticknor, Washington 
Irving, Longfellow, Oliver Wendell Holmes 


and his brother John—less famous, but said 


to be much wittier than the great humorist. 
James, Russell Lowell was one of his fellow- 
students in preparatory, school, He was 
graduated at Harvard at the age of 18— 
second and youngest in his class. He fol- 
lowed with a course at Harvard Divinity 
School and was minister of the Unitarian 
Society at Newburyport nearly three years. 
Then, because human freedom seemed to 
him greater than any creed and his congre- 
gation couldn't agree with his emphatic 
anti-slavery views, he left his pulpit and en- 
listed himself with a company of men or- 
ganized as a bodyguard to protect Wendell 
Phillips from the violence of pro-slavery 
mobs. He was wounded in the Anthony 
Burns riot in 1853. He was enthusiastic and 
active in the ‘fighting times tn “bleeding Kan- 
sas.” 
the rescue of ohn Brown in Virginia, a 
scheme to which Brown would lend no en- 
couragement himself. But Hi did go 
to virginia with a |} and ef men—about thirty 
—in an attempt to rescue two of Brown's 
companions, Stevens and Hazlitt, which also 
failed. 

He again entered the pulpit and was pas- 
tor of the Free Church at Worcester for six 
years. On the outbreak of the war for the 
Union he recruited two or three companies 
of soldiers and joined the army as captain 
of the Fifty-first Massachusetts regiment. 
Then he became colonel of the first colored 
regiment in the United States service—the 
First South Carolina Volunteers, afterward 
known as the Thirty-third, Regiment United 
States Colored Infantry. The colonel was 
so severely wounded in one of the battles in 
which he led this regiment that he was com- 
pelled to resign his command after two 
years’ service and return home. 

He always locked back upon these years 
of service with the black soldiers with pride 
aud satisfaction. It was a great task, and 
greatly was it wrought to make soldjers of 


these slaves, and such soldiers that they 


faced fearlessly and bravely’ overcame in 
battle the masters whose words and gestures 
they had been taught to fear. Someone said, 
referring to this work of Hissinson: 1 
would write on his tombstone in commemo- 
ration of this transformation, Servum Con- 
venit, Fecit Virum’ (‘He Met a Slave. He 
Made Him a Man!“) Many other titles of 
honor he had conferred upon him for worth 
and merit, but to the day of his death he 
kept the one which is a memorial of his serv- 
ice with the negro soldiers—‘“colonel.” He 
has told the story of these two years in 
“Army Life with a Black Regiment,” one of 
his first books, by the way, translated into 


French and republished in Europe. Always 


an ardent woman suffragist, two of his books 
have special interest for today Common 
Sense about Women” and his famous At- 
lantic essay, “Ought Women to Learn the 
Alphabet?” His contention was that, if 
women were allowed to learn the alphabet, 
the whole question wf her equality with 
man was conceded. One of his booklets, 
“Saints and Their Bodies,” had great infiu- 
ence in the modern revival of athletics. An- 
other very influential book was his ‘“Sympa- 
thy of Religions,” a work that is very timely 
in today’s discussions of similar topics. And 
his “Young Folks’ History of the United 
States,” fairly revolutionized the style of 
writing histories for the schools. Others of 
his more charming writings are. “Cheerful 
Yesterdays,” “Outdoor Papers, “Atlantic 
Essays,” “Concerning All of Us” and a book 
of poems, “The Afternoon Landscape.” ’ 

His personality was charming. He was a 
most delightful talker about men and events 


ot his own days of activity. He talked freely 


‘about the other actors to whom he gener- 
ally assigned the center of the stage, keep- 
ing himself out of sight in the wings or at 
the greatest prominence, a carrier of a spear 
in the Roman army. He had an abiding joy 
in his work; a never-waning interest in the 
affairs of men. A manuscript letter which I 
received from him abovt three years ago is 
fairly boyish with exuberance in its estimate 
of yesterday’s accomplishment and in the 
planning for today. Life was never a bur- 
den to him. He enjoyed it with the happi- 
ness of a great soul that had found its work 
and was grateful for every opportunity of 
life. His greatest activities covered a pe- 
riod of more than half a century—that stir- 
ring, changing, intense fifty years from 1850 
to 1900. A man was blessed who had the 
opportunity to merely live in that period.

Strong in England.

Government of the Game 
Seeks New Rulers. 


Reminiscences of Clubs Long 
Since Famous. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.] 
LONDON, May 4.—It is a whole- 
some sign of the times that the fol- 
lowing has just appeared in print, 
written by an Englishman: 

“Nobody would be very much sur- 
pred if, one of these days, there ap- 
peared a board in the clubhouse of 
the Royal and Ancient (St. Andrews) 
bearing the words: ‘Structural alter- 
ations by the Midland Golf Associa- 
tion, the United States Golf Associa- 
tion and Company.’ 

“Included in the company must now 
be the Western Golf Association, an 
American union that up till the oth- 
er day we had suspected of revolu- 
tionary tactics, but which has 
turned out (at least so far as Bogey 
play is concerned) to more re- 
spect for the traditions of the game 
than the Rules Committee itself. 

“Among those who think at all of

NEEDS PUBLIC COURSE.

AMATEUR HONORS. 
Similarly there doesn't seem to be 
any reason in the world why John 
Ball shouldn't again win the amateur 
championship. No reason in the world 
unless the United States supplies one 
in the shape of another Tra with 
a Schenectady putter. And 
of putters, Henry Leach, 
known English player, has just drawn 
attention to the commanding position 
in the game of golf occupied by the 
putter. He refers to the many famous 


putters of past masters of the game. 


Probably the most famqus was the 
erude stick with which ‘old Willie 
Park, father of the. present Willie 
Park, won the first open champion- 
ship. It is said that the putter was 
half a hundred years old when “Auld 
Willie” acquired it in 1851. It did 
famous deeds in the hands of Park. 
He was the greatest rival of the re- 
nowned Tom Morris and his putting 
was the envy of his opponents. He 
never missed a six or seven foot putt 
and could hole the ten-foot putts as 
often as he liked. 

When he retired from champion- 
ship play Park sold this putter to a 
friend with the understanding that he 
was to have the use of it whenever he 
needed it. When the friend died the 
old putter came into the possession of 
his brother, who, in turn, presented it 
to Willie Park, the younger, on his 
wedding day. 

Harry Vardon has a putter that he 
probably thinks more of than almost 
anything else in the world. He thinks 
so much of it that he never uses it. 
It is a cleek that he bought in Ben 
Sayers’s shop at North Berwick soon 
after he (Vardon) had tied with Tay- 
lor for the opeh championship and 
just before they played off. 

GooD PUTTER. 

Vardon used his newly-acquired 
club in the play off and never putted 
so well in his life. It was largely due 
to his superb playing on the green 
that he triumphed over Taylor on that 
occasion. The club has rested in Var- 
don’s sitting room ever since, he, re- 
fusing to use it any more. 

John Low, the well-known English 
amateur, has a much beloved putter 
which enjoys the name of “ * 
He is so careful of it that he seldom 
lets it out of his on and will 
not play with it when the weather is 
wet. John Laidley has the same put- 
ter that he acquired when a boy. Sev- 
eral championships have been won 
with it. The shaft has, been renewed 
a number of times and the iron has 
been worn very thin and fight. His 
friends declare that in a few years 
will be able to shave with it. 

There ts a putter somewhere in the 
United States, that is almost as famous 
on this side of the Atlantic as any one 
of these that have been named. It is 
the celebrated Schenectady putter 
with which Travis won the amateur 
championship of Great Britain at 
Sandwich. It was said to have been 
borrowed from a friend but it is hard- 
ly possible that Travis allowed it to 
go out of his on after putting 
it to such good use. ; 

Of clubs of other kinds there are 
few famous ones. H. H. Hilton has a 
lofting iron with which he has played 
in about forty championships. It is 
now twenty-one years of age. The
